NewYork DA Drops All Charges in Case 
Against Chinese Family Roughed Up by Police 


By MONONA YIM 


NEW YORK - In a court hearing 
April 1 all charges were dropped 
against 3 Chinese family accused of 
a Variety of offenses against New 
York police. 

The case moblized the Asian com- 
munity im New York into a strong 
Show of force against what the 
Protesting coalition charged was 
excesSsive USe of police force. 

The incident causing the uproar 
occurred on January 2，when white 
police officers from the Fiftth 
Precinct in New York City on Jan- 
uary 2，forced their way into the 
home of a Chinatown family.， They 
IOughed up and arrested four 
people: Hung Wong Wong 30; his 
wife Feekyin，28; and MrS，、WongsS 
two Visiting Sisters，Kim，25;， and 
Holly Woo，23. The four suffered 
mujltiple cuts，bruises and head 
injuries. 

One officer pushed MIS、Wong， 
Seven Weeks pregnant at the time， 
with full force backwards into a 
door and then struck her on the 
brow with handcuffs， She received 
twelve stitches above her left eye. 
It hasnt yet been determined if the 
unborn child was _ affected. 

The four were held for two days 
in police custody and arraigned 
initially On charges of second-degree 
assault，resisting arrestb， obstructing 
governmental administration and 
theft of services。 MT. Wong was 
additionally charged with _ criminal 
possesslion of and menacing with a 


weapon. All four requested medical 
attention，but only Mrs，Wong was 
taken to a. hospital. 

The story was covered extensively 
by the local Chinese language Press: 
After the New Yo Nichipbpei broke 
the Story in English on January 29， 
Nem Yo Newsday and CBS Mormm- 
108 News featured the case. 


The Police reported that they

JInitiated by the Organization of 
Asian Women， the coalition includes 
13 civil rights，community and

CAAAYV chair Mini Liu said that 
the escalation of violence against 
Asians nationwide is a serious 
concern.

GAO Report Defends Existence， |

Fillmore，a professor in the Educa- 
tion Department at UC Berkeley.

Over Sixty bilingual bicultural 
interviewers Spent Six to eight 
months interviewing a random 
Sampling of refugees. Interviews 
Ianged from 1-1/2 to 5$ hours each. 

“9outheast Asian refugees are 
Significantly more depressed and 
anxious than the general population 
and (therefore) have a greater need 
for mental health services (than the 
general Population) Said Rodger 
Lum，executive director of ACMHS. 

The 24-page survey was partially 
based on questionnaires which were 
used in two recent studies of South- 
east Asian refugees.Lum said that 
the study took into _ account the- 
problems ”peculiar to Southeast 
Asian Tefugees. "We selected a few 
instruments that would allow us to 
asSeSS the extent of depression， 
anxiety and psychopathology among 
Our target Populations.” 

"Respondents were Selected using 
random ” Sampling techniques， 
explained Research Director Liz 
Gong Guy, "but the Specific tech- 
nique difftered for some of the 
groups.” The Vietnamese and Chine- 
Se-Vietnamese populations “were 
assumed to have a high use of tele- 
phones，sSoO they were selected via 3 
random sampling of phone numbers.

In other counties，the refusal rate 
was as high as 30 percent for some 
groups，according to Guy. 

She noted that the refusals were 
usually in urban areas where 
TIespondents， Imay be more wary of 
strangers.Guy attributed the gener- 
ally low refusal rate to the "trust- 
ing”nature of the reftugees and to 
the commitment of the interview- 
eIS. "They were just outstanding 
--they really cared _ about their 
comImunlties.” 

The interviewers themselves often 
became upset. "It was very painful， 
because the interviewers had also 
gone through Some of the same 
traumatic experiences as the Tespon- 
dents,， explained Guy. "They needed 
a lot of Support and Supervision." 

The researchers encountered diffi-

the male interviewers having to 
interview females alone。 In certain 
cultures，(unrelated) males are not 
Supposed to be alone with females 
for any length of time." 

"When we ran into a situation 
where the husband wouldn't let the 
wife talk，we interviewed the hus- 
band first.Generally he would allow 
us to interview his wife after- 
wards,”explained Guy. 


"One really striking fact” said 
Guy， "was the actual number of 
refugees who had experienced mul- 
tiple losses in their families -- not 
just a Spouse Or child，but entire 
extended families had died or been 
killed."“Ihe Survey also disclosed a 
large number of Cambodian widows. 
Many of the respondents also 
Ieported incidents of torture in 
Southeast Asia. 

The 24-page Survey，whbichbh was 
translated into the languages of the 
groups interviewed，included ques- 
tions about demographics，cultural 
values，Pphilosophical views，Psycho- 
logical well-being， psychopathology 
and post traumatic stress _ disorder 
Symptoms. 

The Six pages of demographic 
data included questions about visits 
to helping professionals，past and 
current family history and make-up， 
and whether OF not they owned a 
Car. 

In the Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder questionnaire， ITespondents 
were asked about the frequency of 
painful memories，rTepeated night- 
mares，deja vu，Pphysiological reac- 
tions，feelings of general apathy 
and other related symptoms. 

The final results of the survey， 
according to Lum，will be used by 
the tate for long-range planning 
and coordination of services and to 
Imake Services ”， appropriate. 

While demographic studies have 
Shown that ethnic minorities will be 
the majority by the early 21st 
century， '`many counties will be 
unable to respond to these needs 
once they reach crisis Proportions. 
What we're hoping is that this kind 
of needs assessment data will moti- 
vate other counties to do compara- 
ble studies of not only Asians bnut 
Hispanics and Blacks in their 
respective areas，ILum concluded.

National Conference at SF State

SAN FRANCISCO - The Asian 
American experience 记 America 
Ielating to education and identity 
WwWere the main issues addressed at 
the Fourth National Asian Ameri- 
can Studies Conference held March 
19 - 21 at San Francisco State. 

Im a discussion on "New Direc- 
tions in Asian American Curricu- 
lum,”Ppanelists raised the issues of 
new immigrants changing the face 
of Asian American studies and the 
lack of such programs in a majority 
of East coast universities. 

With the new immigrants，such as 
the Vietnamese，Koreans and Filipi- 
nos，different cultures and value 
Systems were inherited and needed 
to be addressed in education pro- 
grams of their own since these 
groups usually do not identify 
themselves with Asian Americans， 
according to the panel. 

As far as just having Asian 
American Studies departments，most 
Eastern _ universities simply do not 
have them. Cornell University is 
hoping to reverse this trend by 
Starting an Asian American studies 
Program，according to panelists. 


RACISM[ 


During the panel on "Universities 
and Institutional Racism" James 开 . 
Okutsu，SFSU，discussed the stigma 


of being an Asian in a "hostile 
society.”The only logical way to 
fight Such a society，according to 
Okutsu，was for Asians to _ become 
better educated: the "model students" 
and oveiIachievers who ultimately 
became used as an example to 
exhort other Traces. 

Keith Osajima，UC Santa Cruz， 
added that education was often the 
tool Asian Americans used to fend 
off racial discrimination。 In learn- 
ing，Asians came to believe that 
abilities and intelligence were 
measured by grades，according to 
Osajima. 

In a related panel on Asian 
Americans as the "Model Minority," 
Osajima said it was racist to mea- 
Sure the accomplishments at univer- 
Sities of other minorities against the 
Asians. 

One panel offered three different 
models for Asian American Studies 
departments: joint appointments， 
independent departments and "one- 
man” Operations.

Gordon Chin Delays Reportto HUD

He and other supporters of the 
Project described the benefits of 
building in the parking lot of 
North Ping Yuen public housing.
